A. Mason 
in the rotunda of the Yale Hotel ae 
suspects in connection with the safe 
cracking at the Alberta Steam Laun- 
dry, which oceurred in the early hours 
of Monday morning. The robbery 
eccurred on Monday morning, but was 
not discovered until Mr. Templeton 
reached the office about seven o'clock. 
He found the safe lying in pieces 
about the floor and a part of the office 
in a wreck, 

The police were notified and made a 
careful search. It did not take them 
long to alecide that the operators were 
experts, for the job was well done. 


They had filled every crack in the 
safe with soap, had drilled a small 
hole and put in the explosive, and 
ignited it with a slow fuse. Miss- 


ing from the spie was $200 in cash 
and some cheek, The only clue given 
to the police was a description of the 
people who had been in the office 
during the day. Upon this the police 
worked all day with the result above

When searched at the police sta- 
tion, Curtis had $109 in his posses- 
sion, while $100 was found on Mason. 
Both were dressed well, though rather 
inclined to the flashy style. Curtis 
claims that he has only been in town 
one day and came from Winnipeg. 
So far the police have not discover- 
ed their baggage, but when it is locat- 
ed and gone over there may be some

| ELECTION RIOTS 


Six Have Been Killed And Over 100 
Injured----Monarchists Are in 
Control of Affairs 


Lisbon, April 7,—The death roll in 
yesterday's post-election riots now 
contains six names, while upwards of 
a hundred are more or less seriously 
wounded, The confusion was such 
that at one time a body of infantry 
men were fired on by a company of 
municipal guards who mistook them 
for the mob. A reign of terror pre- 
vailed in the city throughout Sunday 


night, and in all quarters peaceful 
citizens barricaded themselves in 
their homes. Bands of marauders 


prowled through the dark side streets 
until daylight brandishing weapons, 
firing shots at the homes ef anarch- 


ist leaders, 
Only Four “epublicans Elected. 
Madrid, Avril 7.—Despatehes from 
Lisbon to-day ontain only meagre 
reports of last night’s riots, as the 
Portuguese government has once 


more resorted to a censorship of news. 
paper despatches. So far as is known 
only, four Republican candidates have 
been reported elected in the 117 dis- 
triets, in which the count is admitted 
to have been completed, Cavalry re- 
serves police still patrol the streets, 
apparently in anticipation of a gen- 
eral Republican outbreak against the 
government, 
Rioting After Elections. 

Lisbon, April 6.—The elections here 
yesterday, which were conducted 
peaceably with the exception of min- 
the disaffect- 


or disorders in some of 
ed districts, were followed last night 
by serious rioting, which was only 


put down by most vigorous action on 
the part of the police and the troops, 
Che rioting broke out in different 
parts of the city, as though by a pre- 
concerted plan, 

Troops which had been patrolling,

The rioters used clubs and stones 
and whatever weapons there were at
